THE END. 
Orrawa, June 9. 


Sir John Macdonald died on Saturday night 
at 10:15, after lying speechless and partly 
unconscious for eight days, during which 
time death was expected by the doctors 
almost evety hour; but the premiers’s wond- 
erful vitality surprised the medical attend- 
ants. Death came slowly and without pain, 
while surrounded by family and friends. As 
800n as death occurred the news was wired 
all over the world, and the bellsin every city, 
town and village in Canada were tolled, 
Sunday was a day of national mourning. 
Flags floated at half mast from *housands of 
flag staffs, and from hundreds of pulpite were 
delivered eloquent eulogies on the dead 
statesman. In the United States and Britain 
he was acknowledged to be one of the fore- 
most men of the time, and the Confederation 
and the Canadian Pacific railway were point- 
ed to as standing monuwents to his memory. 
Thousands of messages of sympathy and 
q condolence are pouring into Earnscliffe from 
- every part of the world, Queen§Victoria’s and 
Lord Salisbury’s being amon st them. The 
Marquis of Lorne and the Princess Louise 
cabled to place a floral wreath upon the hier 
for them. Str John’s remains will be em- 
balmed and the undertaker says that his 
features will be preserved 560 years hence. 
He 1] oks natural in death and lies attired in 
the uniform of the imperial privy council 
The burial casket is made of chilled steel. 
Hamilton McCarthy,the Toronto sculptor, has 
made amask of the premuer’s face, from 
which a statue will be made. The body of 
the dead premier will be moved to the pariia- 
ment buildings on Tuesday; there it will lie 
in state until Wednesday at noon, when the 
state funeral will take place to St. Alban’s 
church, Ottawa. The remains will then be 
taken to Kingston and will lie in state in the 
city hall untill Thursday at noon, when Sir 
John will be buried beside his parents, 
Prominent men are coming froim all directions 
to attend the funeral, which no doubt will 
be the larvest and most impressive ever seen 
in Canada. The house has adjourned until 
Tuesday of next week, Langevin, Laurier 
and Davin pronounced eulogies on Sir John’s 
life. The senate and supreme court also 
adjourned until next week. 


OTTAWA, June 11, 

Private services were held at Earnscliffe 
on Monday night and early on Tuesday morn- 
ing Sir John’s body was removed to the senate 
chamber, where it lay in state and was view- 
ed by fully twenty thousand  sorrowing 
friends and admirers of the dead statesman. 
Hundreds of floral tributes were laid on the 
casket. On Wednesday at noon the funeral 
procession was formed. In it were included 
the governor-general and representative men 
of all classes, creeds, professions and callings 
in Eastern Canada, and Messrs. Brett and 
Betts from the Northwest advisory board 
The cortege proceeded to St. Alban’s where 
Church of England services were conducted 
by Rev. J.2J. Bogart and several assistants, 
The remains were then taken to the Canadian 
Pacific railway station for conveyance to 
Kingsten for burial. The funeral was the 
largest and most impressive ever seen in 
Canada, The cortege contained 8,000 people 
and fully 50,000 crowded the streets. 

The train bearing the remains of Sir John 
to Kingston arrived atten o'clock on Wed. 
nesday night and was met at the station by 
a great throng of people. The remains were 
conveyed to the city hall where they lay in 
state until noon on Thursday when the in 
tement will take place in Catariqui cemetery, 
Memorial services in honor of Sir Jobu were 
held in many cities of Canada, including 
Winnipeg and Victoria, B. C., also in West- 
minster Abby, England. Lord Salisbury de- 


livered an eloquent eulogy in the British

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SIR JOHN. 

The death of Sir John A. Macdonald on 
the night of Saturday, June 6th was more 
than an event, it was the close of.an era in 
Canadian history. To say that he wasa 
most wonderful man and one of the greatest 
statesinen of the age does not describe the 
position which he held in the politics of this 
country or his influence over ite affairs. A 
tan of mark from the day on which he 
entered public life, without underrating his 
abilities displayed . or services rendered be- 
fore confederation, it may be. said that only 
since that event has the political field been 
wide enough for the full display of those 
great abilities of leadership and statesman- 
ship which have made his career since then 
an almost unbroken —_ succession of 
triumphs. The anuexationof the Northwest, 
the union with British Columbia and Prince 
Edward Island, the reversal of the former 
free trade policy of the country in favor of 
protection, the building of the C. P. R. and 
the finally assured success of that enterprise 
were all achievements for which Sir John 
must be accorded the fullest credit. Juet 
now we can see perhaps too clearly hd® this 
or that might have been better done, or 
perhaps still better left undone, or we 
set the sometimes ignoble means employed 
to achieve yreat ends, but in the future 
the results will stand out singly and 
grandly as achievements of the highest states: 
manship while means and motives will all be 
forgotten, 

Thousands or even millions of Canadiaas 
heard of the death of Sir John witha sense 
of pereonal loss, deeper than mere political 
regard, and all will agree that the death of 
such a brilliant genius ia a withdrawal of so 
much of the nation’s capital of. wisdow, 
energy and patriotism and therefore to be 
universally deplored... But as far as the great 
man himself was concerned there was nothing 
to regret. He had passed the three score 
years and ten named as the allotted age of 
man in the full possession of his mental 
faculties and the enjoyment of the best of 
physical health; he had achieved and held 
until the holding had become a burden the 
highest postin the country's service; he 
held in a peculiar degree the respect: of all 
and the individual confidence and even love 
of majority of his fellow countrymen with- 

out distinction of race, creed or locality} he 

had seen his plans of statesmanship succeed 
to the limit of desire; he had just led his 
party through a successful political campaign 
which success was an expression of faith in 


himeelf personally rather than in 
his party or his policy; and as a 
further manifestation of this faith in 


and love towards himself he had seen his 
only eon returned to parliament for one of 
the most important constituencies in the 
country. Death can never be welcome toa 
sane man—to a man having work to do 
and wishing todo it—but to drop while at 
work, to live only long enough to know in 
how great regard he was held, how highly 
his life was valued,and yet to be saved from 
the care and wrorry of settling up political 
affairs,to halt, to hear good-bye said, to 
aes out-—-euch a death would seem to be the 


—— 


motives of men; together with his boundless 
amtability and adaptability, and cot Ices in 
the ambition which spurred him to exertion 
and the forsight and cool judgement which 
gave that ambition practical direction and 
kept it within bounds. To thom 
it appeared that with Sir John power was &@n 
end father than a means and that the un- 
Iimited confidence reposed in him especifflly 
in late years by the majority of the people, 
while a fitting acknowledginent of good ser- 
vice, tended to place the interest of the com- 
munity below the aggrandizment of the in- 
dividual and kept in abeyance on the grounds 
of political exigency many questions arising 
from the development of the country whose 
settlement was necessary to ite welfare. 
These questiuns will now press for settle- 
ment and with new men—and almost neces- 
sarily leas able men—assuming the responsi- 
bility so recently laid down, there is no 
doubt that many persons on all sides of 
politics look upon the present situation with 
grave wnisgivings, and wish Sir John were at 
the helm once more. But when the political 
course of the country during the past 24 
years is considered, with the difficulties that 
have been encountered and overcome or 
avoided, and when it is remembered that its 
growth although gradual has been healthful 
to the last degree, that at no time in its 
history was the population as great, intellig- 
ence and education as widely diffused, its 
business institutions on assolid a basis or the 
patriotism of its people more thoroughly to 
be relied on, it will be seen that. although as 
great abilities may not be available in Can- 
ada’s next political leader, as varied talents 
will not be as necessary as in the days of Sir 
John. His work was to keep the diverse and 
scattered elements of the country in touch 
with each other by any means until they had 
begun to grow together. That work he did 
and it now remains for his successors to de- 
velop the growth and greatness which under 
his auspices were so well begun.
